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* Township Takes 
L Frankel Case to 
Supreme Court 

Hearing Set for January; 
Meanwhile Land Is 
Cleared in Merion 

■ The Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania will be the next battleground 
in Lower Merion Township's fight 
ito prevent Ephraim J. Frankel 
from erecting an apartment house 
at the corner of Old Lancaster Rd. 
and N- Latches Lane, Merion. 

In January, it was learned this 
•week, John E. Forsythe, township 
solicitor, will go before the state's 
highest tribunal to appeal a deci- 
sion handed down in July by 
Montgomery County Judge Harold 
G. Knight that Frankel is within 
his rights in proceeding with 
building operations. 

The property in question, storm 
center of a legal battle for more 
than two years, is now being 
cleared by a demolition company 
in preparation for building. 

The township, backed by the 
Merion Civic Association, the Bala- 
Cynwyd Neighborhood Club and a 
large number of property owners, 
contends that Frankel is not with- 
in his rights, because the area in 
question has been re-zoned to a 
classification which precludes mul- 
tiple dwellings. 

At the time Frankel purchased 
the property it was in an B-5 resi- 
dential zone, which allows multiple 
dwellings, but three months later, 
after a building permit had been 
issued to Frankel, it was reclassi- 
fied R-3. which prohibits them. 

Fundamentally, the issue ' to be 
decided by the Supreme Court is 
whether the township has a legal 
right to re-zone a property after a 
permit has been issued for a build- 
ing which conforms to the require- 
ments of the original zoning clas- 
sification. 

The case began on April 25, 
1945, when Frankel offered $65,000 
to Mr. and Mrs. Max Rothstein for 
the property. Settlement was to be 
completed in December, 1945. 

On May 14, the Merion Civic As- 
sociation passed a resolution au- 
ihorozing its officers to take any 
steps necessary to prevent the 
erection of the six-story apartment 
house which Frankel proposed to 
build and to cooperate with the 
owners of adjoining properties in 
an effort to have the zoning 
changed. Later the Civic Associa- 
tion Vas Jolnea by the neighbor- 
hood Club and by Dr. Albert 
Barnes, of the Barnes Foundation, 
Joseph V. and Viola Malkin. 

On June 13, at 9.20 A. M., a peti- 
tion was filed with the board of 
zoning adjustment asking a change 
of zoning. The same afternoon 
Frankel applied for a building per- 
mit.

However, some of the business 
men pointed out that the reduced 
tariff, which is part of the plan, 
will cause a real hardship to many 
American companies. 

One man said that his company 
would have to do a powerful sell- 
ing job to offset rival goods com- 
ing from foreign companies with 
cheaper labor, but that, in the in- 
terests of world trade, his com- 
pany would be glad to try out the 
plan. 

He added that in a world where 
only America had purchasing pow- 
er, his company wouldn't fare so 
well in the long run, and would 
need established international 
trade to put other countries in the 
buying market. 

Dr. Fussell explained that cuts 
in tariffs are arranged under the 
Trade Agreement Act, which ex- 
pires June 12, 1948, and that tariff 
policy will come before Congress 
in January, when new proposals 
will bring down to 15 percent the 
ratio of duties collected to value 
of dutiable goods. 

This, she said, would aid Euro- 
pean countries to sell and acquire 
more U. S- dollars; to purchase 
from us; and to rebuild their own 
countries.

within the required 15 days, Fran 
kel applied to the Montgomery 
County Court, which ordered Low 
er Merion Township to issue a per- 
mit. This was done on July 16. 

On August 1, Zoning Ordinance 
No. 829, changing the zoning of 
Frankel's property from R-5 to 
R-3 was adopted by the board of 
commissioners and became effec- 
tive ten days later. 

Frankel was advised by his at- 
torneys not to begin work on the 
property in view of the legal fight 
which loomod. He appealed to the 
Montgomery Court, claiming that 
the new ordinance denied him the 
use of his property -without due 
process of law and was unconsti- 
tional, according to Article 14 of 

the Federal Constitution. The 
Court upheld him. His opponents 
then filed a list of exceptions to the 
Court decision, and the case was 
again reviewed, resulting In Judge 
Knight's ruling in July of this 
year.

reported the United States' ability 
to furnish the outside world with 
most of the requested supplies, and 
at the same time meet all home de- 
mands. 

While the audience seemed in 
accord with the administration's 
request that 60 percent of the 
amount planned for the 16 needy 
nations be in the form of a gift, 
they expressed doubt of the theory 
on which the administration based 
the amount needed. 

This included suppositions that 
prices would decline 12 Vs percent 
over the next four years, and that 
the bread basket behind the iron 
curtain would be lifted in twe 
years. 

Nor did the audience believe 
that the 16 nations could make 
good the promises they made to 
get money, namely, that they 
would make a production effort 
equivalent to ours from 1940 to 
1944; that they would control their 
inflation; that they would main- 
tain maximum co-operation with 
each other; that would wouFd 
move manpower to deficit areas all 
over Europe; and that they would 
standardize their railroad equip- 
ment. 

One business man asked how 
European nations who never got 
along before could produce this 
team-work now. Dr. Fussell agreed 
that much of this was wishful 
thinking. 

"However," she said, "faulty as 
the Marshall plan is, it is at least 
a start against the threat of world 
communism, and we must make 
the try." She concluded by urging 
the people to write their Congress- 
men to vote for the Marshall plan, 
| or the European Recovery Plan 
1 as it is to be called In the future. 
\ Preceding Dr. Fussell's talk, Mrs 
[Thomas L. Kane, of Merion, league 
president, spoke a few words »t 
welcome, and Mrs. Enos J. Der- 
ham, league chairman of economic 
welfare, presented a sound film, 
"Round Trip."

Know Your 
State 

It seems likely, that more hunt- 
ing licenses will be issued in 1947 
than at any time before in the his- 
tory of the Commonwealth. Last 
year the total was more than 850,- 
000— a number considerably great- 
er than the combined population 
of the cities of Pittsburgh' and 
Scranton, as reported by the last 
United States Census. 

As pointed out 'by the State 
Planning Board, Department of 
Commerce, the enthusiasm for an 
annual trip into the Autumn woods 
of Pennsylvania, which seems to 
be growing by leaps and bour.ds 
among all classes of our popula- 
tion, is a typical American phe : 
nomenon. No other great nation 
of the modern world is still so 
close to its pioneer traditions a3 
our own. Hunting had once an 
accepted and even a necessary pa:t 
In the long struggle which man 
was forced to make in the settle- 
ment of our State and of our Con- 
tinent. As Herbert Spencer pointed 
out many years ago, the occupa- 
tions of men, when they are out- 
moded by modern inventions, tend 
to become favorite forms of recre- 
ation. It is no longer necessary in 
Pennsylvania or in any other part 
of our Nation for men to support 
their families by their skill with 
the shotgun or rifle, but the in- 
stinct for outdoor adventure seems 
to grow stronger as its necessity 
declints- 

The pressure of the industrial 
and commercial life of our largo 
cities is much more foreign to hu- 
man nature than the alertness, the 
keenness of sight and the skill in 
outwitting the wily denizens of our 
woods and fields which was devel- 
oped through many thousand 
years in man's primitive battl-> 
with nature. So that hunting, like 
fishing, is one of the forms of rec- 
reation by which men and women 
who must spend most of their days 
in crowded' streets away from the 
smells and sights of the fields and 
forests seek to re-establish their 
place in nature and then go back 
with a stronger sense of reality fo 
their daily tasks. 

For nearly twenty-seven yeurss 
Pennsylvania has been acquiring 
game lands as breeding grounds 
and shelters for the wild life of 
the State. As our population grew 
and the improvement in rifles and 
shotguns made protective laws 
necessary, the Commonwealth has 
pursued a careful policy designed 
to provide the greatest possible 
amount of freedom for its hunters 
while Insuring a continued growth 
in our population of bear, deer and 
small game. The success of this 
p'olicy can readily be shown by the 
fact that in 1946 the total weight 
of wild game shot in Pennsylva- 
nia's woods was more than 10,600,- 
000 pounds. In these days of food 
restriction this is not an inconsid- 
erable addition to the State's food 
supply At the average per capita 
level of meat consumption, the 
game killed in Pennsylvania in a 
year is equivalent to the annual 
meat requirements for 35,000 per 
sons. So, this form of recreation 
has a considerable economic value.
